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The Trade Grievances. 


A vivacious Western correspondent presents 
in another column a graphic description of the 
state of trade in a representative town of our 
own State. Booksellers everywhere will recog- 
nize the picture. A few such photographs from 
life as this do much to show the members of the 
trade in the trade centres what the grievances 
of the retailers really are, and to show them the 
practical need of making the present reform a 
success. Weare very glad to have this com- 
munication from our correspondent, and we 
trust it will not be without its effect. His sug- 
gestion that sample grievances should be for- 
warded to the chairman of the Arbitration Com- 
mittee is an excellent one, and will, we trust, 
be carried out. The next meeting of the Na- 
tional Association will be one of very great im- 
portance in dealing with the practical applica- 
tion of the principles adopted at the first Con- 
gress, and it is desirable to begin preparations 
for it as early as possible. This is very good 
work for the Arbitration Committee. It is 
scarcely as yet, we presume, in a position to act 
as Official judges, and must confine itself chiefly 
to this sort of work. By this time next year 
we hope to be able to say that such views as 
our correspondent has presented are “dis- 
solving views,” and by no long time after that 
to report further that they are finally dissolved. 


Our readers will be glad of this succinct 
statement of American-English copyright pri- 
vileges, from the American Law Review: “ An 
American citizen, in order to acquire in Eng- 
land a valid copyright in a work of which he is 
the author, must comply with three conditions: 
first, publication must be in the United King- 
dom ; second, there must have been no previ- 
ous publication, either at home or abroad ; third, 
the author must be at the time of publication 
within the British dominions. Upon these con- 
ditions copyright will rest, and when it has once 
rested protection extends throughout the British 
dominions.” This is, to be sure, an accidental 
international copyright ; nevertheless it is effec- 
tive. But we imagine, unless our own country 
grants like privileges, this one-sided privilege 
will be rushed before long.

A Sample Grievance. 


HAMILTON, N. Y., Oct. 20, 1874. 
Editor Publishers’ Weekly : 


While on a flying visit, for the first time, to 
this beautiful village, we took our customary 
privilege of making the acquaintance of all the 
booksellers of the place, so as to enlarge our 
own knowledge of our brotherhood. Upon step- 
ping into the first store, what was our surprise 
to see a customer pass over a coa/-oil can, and re- 
quest—not the material to enlighten the mind— 
but to enlighten the eye (bear in mind this 
was a bookstore, not a drugstore) ; and glanc- 
ing over the kind of stock kept, what a sad 
spectacle of odds and ends was presented to 
our gaze! To what depths of indignity is a 
bookseller sunk in order to eke out a poor 
subsistence! Now here is a town, the centre of 
a rich farming district, well supplied with 
schools, and boasting a college with some two 
or three hundred pupils, yet not able to support 
a fair average bookstore without NECESSITATING 
the proprietors to add a list of articles more 
fitting to many other kinds of business. You 
have no task before you to discover the cause ; 
the dealers will readily relate their sorrows : first, 
students are obtaining their school-books at 
another city, getting thirty per cent discount, we 
were informed ; and secondly, because of the dis- 
counts they receive on school-books elsewhere, 
they expect on other school wants a correspond- 
ing reduction, so that the two dealers, each fear- 
ing the other may get what little trade there is 
left, consequently bid against each other till all 
that is left of a trade is a skeleton. 

We did not hear that the clothing-stores, the 
shoe-stores, nor the hat-stores, were obliged to 
give away all their profits for the advancement 
of knowledge; but the poor bookseller must 
bear the sins of all the trades, and be offered up 
as a sacrifice on the altar of education. 

Verily, we felt it was time for us to imitate 
the request made recently to the delegates of the 
Chattanooga Republican Convention, and to 
call upon the booksellers of the country to 
send on their list of “ outrages,” and let us see 
if there is not in some way a remedy to be 
found. , 

Let each bookseller who joins our associa- 
tions be informed that he will be assisted in his 
endeavor to protect his rights, and there will 
be no lack of names for membership when 
they see benefits will arise from it. 

Again we say to the brotherhood of book- 
sellers, send on your list of “ outrages,” stating 
them plainly and to the point, to Robert Clarke, 
Esq., chairman of the Arbitration Committee, 
Cincinnati, Ohio, so that by the next annual 
meeting in July, the wrongs to the trade being 
clearly and fully defined, the remedies may be 
suggested in the report of that committee.
